Completion of the road will leave 
one bad stretch yet to be re-con- 
sfcructed on Highway 180, the road 
boomed as the “short-cut to El Paso.” 
This stretch is also in Jones County, 
from Anson east to intersection with 
Stam ford-Albany highway.

total will run into undermined fi­ 
gures when one considers the late 
combine maize crop and most of 
the summer. 
There is consolation, however, in 
the fact livestock prices are good. 
Despite the drouth and heavy runs, 
the m arket has not weakened in the 
least at auction rings. 
Most calves 
going from Jones and Fisher Coun­ 
ties to m arket are in good flesh 
and are bringing premium prices. 
It is conceded in most circles of 
the area th a t rain would be of 
little benefit to cotton or cambine 
maize. 
Some hegari would recover 
and row feed th a t has been cut 
m ight make a “second crop” of light 
“suckers” which would afford live­ 
stock grazing. 
Good rains at this time would 
start a big rush to get small grains 
like wheat, oats and barley drilled in 
and allow another larse acreage of 
grains for harvest in the spring of 
1948. 
Given plenty of moisture, 
this could mean endugh grazing to 
save a gigantic feed bill. 
Should dry weather continue, the 
feed bill for Jones and Fisher Coun­ 
ties could be enormous. 
M ajority of Jones, Fisher, Kent, 
and Haskell County ranchm en are 
lightly stocked and they say they 
will not attem pt to go through a 
long drouth overstocked.

At Lowest Level 
In Several Years 


Hamlin area cotton farm ers were 
told this week that the nation's cot­ 
ton balance sheet was at low7 ebb on 
August I. with a balance of 14,365,- 
000 bales—the prospective supply of 
American cotton for the year 1947- 
1948, The Herald learned from The 
University of Texas 
Bureau 
Re­ 
search reported. 
Carry-over from last year was re­ 
duced to 2,521,000 bales on August 
I, lowest since the mid-twenties. 
Dr. A. B. Cox, professor of cotton 
m arketing at the University of Tex­ 
as, sees the 1947-1948 cotton year 
clouded with many uncertainties. 
At the present, the very poor ou- • 
look for exports of American cotton 
is the dom inant force in the m ar­ 
ket, Dr. Cox asserted. 
The prevailing sentim ent in the 
m arket now Is th at there isUample 
supply of cotton to meet prospec­ 
tive demand for this year and th at 
the production curve for the United 
states and the world has turned up­ 
ward. 
Total cotton consumption in 
the United States, plus exports, a- 
m CUK ted to 13,590.000 bales during 
the 1946-1947 cotton year. The pres­ 
ent supply situation makes it impos. 
sible for the United States to have 
a* large distribution as last year for 
that would reduce the carry over on 
August I next year to only a million 
bales, and th a t is commercially im­ 
possible, according to Dr. Cox.

distribution systems, purchasing of 
new equipment, building of

mission lines to bring new sources 
of gas supply, construction of com­ 
pressor stations and expension of 
other facilities to meet demands for 
services in a rapidly growing te rri­ 
tory. 


“Lone Star Gas Company operates 
in a territory th a t is showing a re ­ 
markable growth,” he said, “and our 
company is supporting th at growth 
by going ahead with a long-range 
program of expanding and improving 
facilities to meet increasing needs of 
natural gas service by domestic, in ­ 
dustrial and commercial users. Even 
without such growth it is necessary 
for a gas utility to constantly rein­ 
force its facilities to meet the fuel 
requirem ents of established custo­ 
mers under norm al conditions.” 


The gas supply for towns in th e 
company’s San Angelo area will be 
strengthened by a six-inch gathering 
line from three wells in the Eden 
field southeast of San Angelo. The 
line extends from Eden to 
Miles 
where it connects a ith the com­ 
pany’s general tranmission system. 
A m ajor gathering line is being 


built in Young County to bring ad­ 
ditional gas supply from gas fields 
to the Lone Star transmission sys­ 
tem.

a pound, a decline of 155 points 
from a week earlier 
“Shippers indicate, Jones County 
farm ers are advised, prices are too 
cheap to stack cotton for forward 
sales.

At 40, But Ts 
More Complicated 


From a health standpoint, life af­ 
te r 40 generally be:ins to be more 
complicated for the average indiv­ 
idual, than it was In his earlier years, 
Ham lin area people

week. According to Dr. George W. 
Cox, state health officer, the prin­ 
cipal health foes confronting people 
in middle life are heart diseases, 
cancer, kidney disease's, high blood 
pressure, hardening of the arteries, 
I apoplexy, diabetes and arthritis. 
Middle aged people of today are 
; healthier than were those of pre- 
; ceding generations, and the present 
generation, when they reach middle 
, age, should enjoy even better health 
I than their parents of today. 
I 
“Medical care in middle life has 
two im portant phases,” Dr. Cox as­ 
serts. “The first is going to the doc­ 
tor at regular intervals for a com­ 
plete checkup, w hether or not there 
have been symptoms th at suggest 
the need for medical attention. The 
second is prom pt attention to any 
illness, since this may mean the dif­ 
ference between complete recovery 
and prolonged invalidsm. I t is dif­ 
ficult to say which of these phases 
is the more im portant.” 
It has been found that m en and 
women who faithfully pursue the 


habit of regular health exam inations 
and who follow their physician’s ad­ 
vice arising from them, tend to live 
tonger, more satisfactory, and freerer 
from disease than those who simply 
take a chance and go to the doctor 
only when pain or disability forces 
them to give up their norm al activ­ 
ities. 


It is also a fact according to the 
state health officer, that many dis­ 
eases of middle age 
respond 
to 
treatm ent in early stages whereas if 
neglected until later, they often 
cause chronic invalidism 
or 
even 
death.

Good for Bones of 
Aging, Says Agent 


A pint of milk a day is a must if 
older people of Hamlin and the coun­ 
ty are to keep healthy and active, 
^ays Miss Loretta Allen, county 
home demonstration agent. 
Men and women in their fifties, 
sixties and seventies often over­ 
look milk in their diets—a neglect 
that deprives bones of necessary 
minerals. 
To help furnish enough calcium, 
protein and phosphorus for the pro­ 
per upkeep of their bodies, a daily 
pint of milk is the minimum, de­ 
clares Miss Allen. 
Some investigators have suggest­ 
ed that many a fall, which supposed­ 


ly results in a bone break, is actually 
due to weakened bones which break 
and cause the person to fall.

Diphtheria May 
Be Held in Check 
By Immunization 


Hamlin area people are advised 
that educaton of the public to the 
value of diphtheria immunization 
has resulted in lowering incidence 
of this preventable disease last year. 
So reports the State Health De­ 
partment at Austin, which urges 
immunization well 
before public 
schools open for the 1947-48 term. 
“It is a generally accepted fact 
among public health authorities,” 
Dr. George W. Cox, state health 
officer, says, ‘‘that any community 
may control its death rate from 
diphtheria. Immunization has been 
proven a safe and effective preven­ 
tive measure. 
Wherever immuniz­ 
ing treatment has been extensively 
used, diphtheria has steadily de­ 
creased. 
"The most forceful weapon in the 
control of diphtheria is prevention 
through immunization, rather than 
cure of the disease after it has de­ 
veloped. 
Children can be protect­ 
ed against diphtheria by the use of 
what is known as toxoid. 
Young 
children are particularly susceptible 
to the disease. 
Accordingly, as soon as a baby 
is six months old, the parents are 
advised to take it to the family 
physician and have it immunized_ 
protected, by the use of toxoid. Older 
children in the family who have ngt 
had the protective treatment should 
be immunized also, and this should 
be attended to now before school 
starts. 
This immunizing agent is 
absolutely safe to administer; there 
is only a slight local reaction, and 
practically no constitutional or trou­ 
blesome after effects. It confers a 
lifetime immunity in the majority 
of cases. To be certain that immun­ 
ization is complete, however, the 
child should be taken back to the 
physician six montlis after the tox­ 
oid was administered and given the 
Schick test. 
“It Is within the power of the 
parents of this state, cooperating 
with their physicians and public 
health departments, to eliminate 
diphtheria from Texas,” the state 
health officer declares.

Legumes Help Raise 
Yields of Area Crops 
State Soil Officials 


Last year a Herald reporter finds, 
some 600 acres in the county were 
planted to legumes, but according 
to the Soil Conservation Service this 
figure is entirely too low. 


In 1946 approximately 1.000,000 
acres of crop land were planted to 
legumes over Texas—a total also too 
low because average per-acre yields 
of crops bears out the SCS point 
crop yields are still below par. 
Lint cotton yield per acre In 1946, 
for example, was only 134 pounds 
and on oats 22 bushels to the acre. 
The Texas Cottonseed Crushers 
Association reports average per acre 


yield of wheat last year was IO J 
bushels to the acre; sorghum tot 
grain only 16 bushels; and com yield 
was 17 bushels to the acre average. 
Legume seed and equipment, It 13 
stated. In view of the poor average 
per-acre yields, must be made Evad­ 
ible if the farmers are expected to 
protect and improve their lands.

WHY GO TO ABILENE 
TO BUY A RADIO? 


Hamlin area wheat growers will 
be interested to learn that Texas’ 
1947 wheat crop was creating more 
than one kind of record in July. 
It 
carried farm cash income to a peak 
total of $239,307,000 to almost double 
July income last year. 
The index of farm cash income 
as prepared for The Herald by The 
University of Texas Bureau of Busi­ 
ness Research skyrocketed to 825.3, 
compared to 49 12 during June and 
425,1 in July 1946 with the basis 
for IOO at 1935 through 1939. 
The m ajority of farm products 
were selling for higher prices dur­ 
ing July than in June; 
however, J 
six farm products declined in price. 
Significant gains were in the prices 
of grain—wheat, com and rice. 
Al­ 
so small advrnces occurred in prices 
received for hogs, beef cattle, veal 
calves and sheep. 
While the index 
of prices received by farmers was 
edging upward, the overall index of 
prices paid by farmers in the cost- 
of-living 
showed 
no 
apparent 
change from June to July; so the 
buying position 
of 
farmers 
was 
strengthened slightly. 
Enormous 
quantities 
of 
wheat 
moving to elevators in the Northern 
Hieh Plains spiked farm cash in­ 
come in that sector to a level four 
times the June total and three times 
the size of July, 1946. Income. This 
huge gain carries farm receipts for 
the year far out front in the N orth. 
em Plains. 
Per cent increases from June in 
farm cash income were recorded 
in the South Texas Plains and the 
Lower Rio Grande Valley as others 
showed declines 
ranging 
upward 
from 12 per cent. 
When compared 
with July 1946 income, farmers in 
every crop reporting district were re­ 
cording significant hikes except in 
the Edwards Plateau district, where 
Income slumped three 
per 
cent. 
Greatest July-to-Ju ly per cent ad­ 
vances ivere in the Lower Rio G ran­ 
de Valley, where initial marketings 
for the current cotton crop bolstered 
income figures, and in the Northern 
High Plains and the Red Bed Plains,

are construction of new distribu­ 
tion plants, extensions to established 
distribution systems, purchasing of 
new' equipment, building of 
trans­ 
mission lines to bring new sources 
of gas supply, construction of com­ 
pressor stations and expension of 
other facilities to meet demands for 
services in a rapidly growing terri­ 
tory. 


“Lone Star Gas Company operates 
in a territory that is showing a re­ 
markable growth,” he said, “and our 
company is supporting that growth 
by going ahead with a long-range 
program of expanding and improving 
facilities to meet increasing needs of 
natural gas service by domestic, in­ 
dustrial and commercial users. Even 
without such growth it is necessary 
for a gas utility to constantly rein­ 
force its facilities to meet the fuel 
requirements of established custo­ 
mers under normal conditions.” 


The gas supply for towns in the 
company's San Angelo area will be 
strengthened by a six-inch gathering 
line from three wells in the Eden 
field southeast of San Angelo. 
The 
line extends from Eden to 
Miles 
where it connects with the com­ 
pany’s general tranmission system. 
A major gathering line is being 


built in Young County to bring ad­ 
ditional gas supply from gas fields 
to the Lone Star transmission sys­ 
tem. 
A new' compressor station is under 
construction at Trinidad to boost the 
gas supply for Dallas, Fort Worth, 
and other distribution plants and on 
through existing parallel 16 and 20- 
inch lines from the East Texas gas 
fields. 
The new 3.200 horsepower 
station is designed to handle 200.00,- 
000 cubic feet of gas per day. 
The 
company is also planning enlarge­ 
ment of its compressor station at 
Pueblo in West Texas to conserve 
gas otherwise wasted in oil produc­ 
tion.

Of interest to Hamlin area towns 
is a ruling this week by Price Daniel, 
Texas attorney general, that when 
a city votes extension of its city 
limits its school district’s boundary 
are not automatically extended. 
The attorney general also rules 
that the cost of right-of-way, in this 
or other counties, for a farm-to- 
market road should be paid for out 
of funds allocated to the precincts 
in which the road is situated—unless 
the Commissioners Court approves a 
reallocation of funds.

“Shippers indicate, Jones County 
farmers are advised, prices are too 
cheap to stack cotton for forward 
sales.

At 40, But Is 
More Complicated 


From a health standpoint, life af­ 
ter 40 generally begins to be more 
complicated for the average indiv­ 
idual, than it was in his earlier years,

Acocrding to Dr. George W. 
Cox, state health officer, the prin­ 
cipal health foes confronting people 
in middle life are heart diseases, 
cancer, kidney diseases, high blood 
pressure, hardening of the arteries, 
apoplexy, diabetes and arthritis. 
Middle aged people of today are 
healthier than were those of pre­ 
ceding generations, and the present 
generation, when they reach middle 
age, should enjoy even better health 
than their parents of today. 
I 
“Medical care in middle life has 
two important phases.” Dr. Cox as­ 
serts, “The first is going to the doc­ 
tor at regular intervals for a com­ 
plete checkup, whether or not there 
have been symptoms that suggest 
the need for medical attention. The 
second is prompt attention to any 
illness, since this may mean the dif. 
ference between complete recovery 
and prolonged invalidsm. It is dif­ 
ficult to say which of these phases 
is the more important.” 
It has been found that men and 
women who faithfully pursue tne 


habit of regular health examinations 
and who follow their physician’s ad­ 
vice arising from them, tend to live 
longer, more satisfactory, and freerer 
from disease than those who simply 
take a chance and go to the doctor 
only when pain or disability forces 
them to giv; up their normal activ­ 
ities. 


It Is also a fact according to the 
state health officer, that many dis­ 
eases of middle age 
respond 
to 
treatment in early stages whereas if 
neglected until later, they often 
cause chrome invalidism 
or 
even 
death.

Diphtheria May 
Be Held in Check 
By Immunization 


Hamlin arna people are advised 
that educaton of the public to the 
value of diphtheria immunization 
has resulted in lowering incidence 
of this preventable disease last year. 
So reports the State Health De­ 
partment at Austin, which urges 
immunization 
well 
before 
public 
schools open for the 1947-48 term. 
“It is a generally accepted fact 
among public health authorities,” 
Dr. George W. Cox. state health 
officer, says, “that any community 
may control Its death rate from 
diphtheria. Immunization has been 
proven a safe and effective preven­ 
tive measure. 
Wherever immuniz­ 
ing treatment has been extensively 
used, diphtheria has steadily de­ 
creased. 
“The most forceful weapon In the 
control of diphtheria is prevention 
through immunization, rather than 
cure of the disease after it has de­ 
veloped. 
Children can be protect­ 
ed against diphtheria by the use of 
what is known as toxoid. 
Young 
children are particularly susceptible 
to the disease. 
“Accordingly, as soon as a baby 
is six months old, the parents are 
advised to take it to the family 
physician and have it immunized— 
protected, by the use of toxoid. Older 
children in the filmily who have not 
bad the protective treatment should 
be immunized also, and this should 
be attended to now before school 
starts. 
This immunizing agent Is 
absolutely safe to administer; there 
is only a slight local reaction, and 
practically no constitutional or trou­ 
blesome after effects. 
It confers a 
lifetime immunity in the majority 
of cases. To be certain that immun­ 
ization is complete, however, the 
child should bi' taken back to the 
physician six months after the tox­ 
oid was administered and given the 
Schick test. 
“It is within the power of the 
parents of this state, cooperating 
with their physicians and public 
health departments, to eliminate 
diphtheria from Texas,” the state 
Ileal th officer declares.

Yields of Area Crops 
State Soil Officials 


Last year a Herald reporter finds, 
some 600 acres in the county were 
planted to legumes, but according 
to the Soil Conservation Service this 
figure is entirely too low. 


In 1946 approximately 1.000,000 
acres of crop land were planted to 
legumes over Texas—a total also too 
low because average per-acre yields 
of crops bears out the SCS point 
crop yields are still below par. 
Lint cotton yield per acre in 1946, 
for example, was only 134 pounds 
and on oats 22 bushels to the acre. 
The Texas Cottonseed Crushers 
Association reports average per acre 


yield of wheat last year was 103 
bushels to the acre; 
sorghum fat 
?raln only 16 bushels; and corn yield 
was 17 bushels to the acre average. 
Legume seed and equipment, it is 
stated, in view of the poor average 
per-acre yields, must be made avail- 
ible if the farmers are expected to 
irotect and improve their lands.
